been known for over the past 
90 years,” Peacock wrote in 
her letter to the Board of 
Health. “The employees are 
motivated to do this work be- 
cause they are truly dedi- 
cated to serving the 
community and they also 
know that they are valued 
and supported by the organi- 
zation’s leadership. While by 
no means is our leadership 
team perfect, we understand 
that people function at their 
highest level when they are 
supported, valued, trained, 
and have the tools they need 
to be successful at their job. 


The disconnect between this 
long-standing culture and the 
current Board of Health is 
both striking and damaging. 
It is literally impossible for 
me to continue to support 
our team in this way in the 
face of ongoing efforts by the 
Board of Health to damage 
this strong health depart- 
ment and me as its leader.”

systems. His venerable repu- 
tation was such that follow- 
ing Justice Antonin Scalia’s 
appointment to the Supreme 
Court in 1986, Judge Walsh 
was asked by the United 
States Attorney General’s 
office to submit himself for 
consideration to replace Jus- 
tice Scalia on the Court of 
Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 

In addition to his many 
professional associations 
and activities, which in- 
cluded memberships on the 
Michigan Judges Associa- 
tion Executive Committee, 
the State Bar of Michigan 
Judicial Conference, and 
Michigan Judicial Council, 
Judge Walsh was also a pro- 
lific and devoted civic ser- 
vant. He was most 
particularly involved with 
the Catholic Church and 
Catholic education in the 
state of Michigan. He was a 
member of the Diocesan 
Board of Education in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
and president of the Board 
of Christian Education and 
St. Mary’s School Board in 
Gaylord, Michigan. He was 
also deeply involved with Ot- 
sego Memorial Hospital, 
serving as president of the 
board of directors and sen- 
ior vice president of the Ot- 
sego Memorial Hospital 
Foundation.

Gus Macker 3 on 3 Basketball tournament 


is coming back to Gaylord June 25, 26

GAYLORD - Gus Macker 
Basketball is returning to 
Gaylord, June 25, 26, 2022 

Gus Macker Tournaments 
are designed for basketball 
players who love the fun of 
the driveway game — male or 
female, from age 7 to 70-plus, 
short and tall, the most expe- 
rienced or those with little or 
no experience who just want 
to play. 

Gaylord first hosted the 
Gus Macker tournament in 
1991. Then Gaylord Chamber 
of Commerce director, Bill 
Wishart, was a basketball fan 
and referee and connected 
with the McNeal brothers to 
bring this popular basketball 
tournament to the Alpine Vil- 
lage. At the height of its pop- 
ularity the Gaylord Gus 
Macker tournament hosted 
as many as 5,000 players and 
an estimated additional 20,000 
fans. Gaylord hosted the Gus 
Macker tournament for 15 
years until 2006. 

The tournament is coming 
back to Gaylord under the di- 
rection of James Vanderveer, 
director of the Otsego County 
Sportsplex. Vanderveer is a 
long time registered basket- 
ball referee and has officiated 
state tournament and college 
games. The tournament will 
be held in the parking lot of 
the Sportsplex. Vanderveer 
commented, “I am excited to 
have Gus Macker return to 
Gaylord. A tournament like 
this brings a lot of excitement 
to the community and to the 
sport of basketball. This will 
inspire young people to enjoy 
being outdoors with a basket- 
ball in their hand. This a 
great wholesome, fun event. I 
am thrilled to have it return 
to Gaylord.” 

This year, 2022, is the 49th 
year of Gus Macker Basket- 
ball. For the first 13 years it 
was a Single tournament 
started by a pair of brothers 
and their friends in Lowell, 
Mich., in 1974 but became a 
festival phenomenon and 
America’s Original 3-on-3 


Basketball Tour in 1987. 

Through the years there 
have been almost 1,500 sanc- 
tioned Gus Macker Tourna- 
ments presented for over 
700,000 teams or almost 2.7 
million players and played in 
front of almost 28 million 
spectators across the country. 

Teams are computer- 
matched into male and fe- 
male divisions in one of three 
categories: Junior, Adult, or 
Top. The age, height and ex- 
perience of all four players 
on each team are considered 
in bracketing. Teams receive 
at least three scheduled 
games each tournament. Gus 
Macker is a double-elimina- 
tion tournament, but with a 
consolation bracket histori- 
cally called “The Toilet Bowl” 
for teams that lose the first 
two games. 

In addition to the economic 
impact of bringing thousands 
of players and fans into the 
community, the charitable as- 
pect of the Gus Macker Tour- 
nament is very important.

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CDC revises mask guidance for communities where 
hospitals seeing less strain on capacity 


The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) announced Friday it is 
relaxing its mask guidance 
for communities where hos- 
pitals are not under high 
strain of COVID-19 cases. 
Under the new guidance, 
nearly 70% of the U.S. popula- 
tion lives in an area consid- 
ered to be low or medium 
risk, and residents there are 
advised they can go indoors 
without masks. 

The CDC recommends con- 
tinued mask use in communi- 
ties where serious cases of 
COVID-19 are straining the 
health system and of course 
for anyone who needs a 
higher level of protection for 
themselves or their family. 

“As of Monday, Feb. 28, all 
counties in our jurisdiction 
are at medium or low risk,” 
said Lisa Peacock, Health Of- 
ficer for the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan, 
which includes the counties 
of Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego. “To de- 
termine the COVID-19 com-

When University of Col- 
orado Ecology Professor 
Patrick Kociolek told me 
there were 180 separate inva- 
sive species in Lake Michi- 
gan alone, I almost fell off 
my barstool! Actually, I was 
in a folding chair in his 
rather spartan office at the 
U. of M. Douglas Lake Bio- 
logical Research Station 
near Pellston. 

The alarming news that 
Dr. Kociolek relayed is true. 
Our once pristine and unin- 
vaded freshwater oceans are 
now teaming with marine or- 
ganisms. They’ve inadver- 
tently hitch-hiked to the 
Great Lakes via the St. 
Lawrence Seaway in the bal- 
last water of ocean-going 
ships. Other fresh and salt- 
water species have been 
transported on recreational 
and commercial watercraft 
from various places in the 
US and Canada, while others 
have been purposefully 
planted. From miniscule zoo- 
plankton to underwater jun- 
gles of watermilfoil a great 
diversity of invasive species 
have established a firm 
foothold in our aquatic 
ecosystems. What’s worse is 
that many invasives have 
benefited from what biolo- 
gists call a, “competitive ad- 
vantage” when introduced to 
new ecosystems, out compet- 
ing native species for valu- 
able resources. I’m calling 
this invasion an “ocean-ifica- 
tion” knowing full-well 
that’s not a real word. How- 
ever, it describes the process 
quite appropriately. Here’s a 
sampling of short stories on 
some of our most intriguing, 
and sometimes insidious, in- 
vaders: 

Lascivious Lamprey: Prob- 
ably the most recognizable,

munity level, the CDC looks 
at a combination of three 
metrics — new COVID-19 ad- 
missions per 100,000 popula- 
tion in the past 7 days, the 
percent of staffed inpatient 
beds occupied by COVID-19 
patients, and total new 
COVID-19 cases per 100,000 
population in the past 7 


days.” 

According to the CDC, new 
COVID-19 admissions and the 
percent of staffed inpatient 
beds occupied represent the 
current potential strain on 
the health system. Data on 
new cases acts as an early 
warning indicator of poten- 
tial increases in health sys- 


tem strain in the event of a 
COVID-19 surge. Using these 
data, the COVID-19 commu- 
nity level is classified as low, 
medium, or high. Currently 
in the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan jurisdic- 
tion, Charlevoix and Emmet 
counties are considered at 
“low” risk and Antrim and 


Otsego counties are labeled 
“medium” risk. To check 
your county’s COVID-19 com- 
munity level, click here. The 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
also recently released up- 
dated guidance on masking 
as well as an updated sum- 
mary of pandemic phases in- 
dicating our state is 
currently in a phase of Re- 
covery. 

“The move to ease up on 
universal masking reflects 
current conditions at this 
phase of the coronavirus 
pandemic, including wide- 
spread immunity through 
vaccination and prior infec- 
tion as well as better access 
to testing and treatments,” 
Peacock noted. “Regardless, 
there may be groups of peo- 
ple who want to or should 
continue wearing a mask, in- 
cluding anyone with underly- 
ing health conditions, those 
who live with someone with 
high risk factors, anyone who 
is immunocompromised, as 
well as those who just feel

and the most hideous, of all 
of our marine invaders are 
sea lampreys (Petromyzon 
marinus). These eel-like fish 
were first introduced to the 
Great Lakes in the early 
1920’s and played a key role 
in almost decimating popula- 
tions of one of our most 
prized sportfish, the lake 
trout. They feature a mouth, 
straight out of the most sin- 
ister science fiction stories, 
equipped with strong circu- 
lar suction cup lips sur- 
rounding dozens of 
razor-sharp rasping teeth. 
This ancient species uses 
this well-adapted mouth to 
lock on to larger fish, much 
like a leech on smaller vic- 
tims, and gradually suck 
blood and other life-essential 
fluids from the host. If the 
lamprey stays on the prey 
for an extended amount of 
time it can cause the fish to 
become so weak that it is 
susceptible to diseases and 
often dies. The good news is 
that fisheries biologists have 
been relatively successful at 
controlling lamprey num- 
bers in the past decade. Con- 
trol strategies include 
trapping them, and the use 
of pheromone attractors and 
lampricides in the rivers in 
which they spawn. Regard- 
less, lampreys are still pres- 
ent in decent numbers and 
continue to prey on some of 
our most valuable sportfish. 
The Good, the Bad, and 
the Gobies: Round gobies

Quagga mussels and Round Gobies are two marine intruders that have thrived in the waters of the Great Lakes (photo 


(Neogobius melanostomus), 
asmall, mottled, pop-eyed, 
clown-lipped bottom 
dwelling fish, were first dis- 
covered in the St. Clair River 
in 1990. Like most invasive 
species they likely entered 
through the ballast water of 
ocean-going ships. It took 
them almost two decades to 
establish significant popula- 
tions but are now so prolific 
that state biologists estimate 
there may be as many as ten 
gobies for every square foot 
of shoreline lake bottom! 
Fisheries experts have also 
sited that both smallmouth 
bass and lake trout have 
adapted very well to eating 
gobies and that they are see- 
ing significant growth in 
these two gamefish species 
because of this shift in diet. 
Indeed, I’ve caught lakers off 
the shoreline of Petoskey 
that are so full of gobies 
they’re actually pouring out 
of their mouths! These seem- 
ingly positive effects may not 
outweigh the fact that gobies 
are competing with our na- 
tive fish for valuable re- 
sources as well as that they 
are voracious nest predators 
of some of our most valued 
sportfish species. 
Mussel-Mania: Zebra mus- 
sels (Dreissena polymorpha) 
and their close kin the 
quagga mussels (Dreissena 
bugensis) have established 
unreal population densities 
in our waters. What’s worse 
is that Kociolek, and his col- 


= 


legues, believe that the 
wastes produced by these 
mollusks have made the lake 
bottoms so rich in nutrients 
that we have seen massive 
algal blooms of golden 
brown algae. This native 
plant, that was once fairly 
scarce, now literally blan- 
kets the shorelines of the 
northern Great Lakes and 
inland waters including 
Torch Lake and Crystal 
Lake. 

Ihave to admit that as an 
avid snorkeler and SCUBA 
diver in Michigan I have to 
tip my hat to these mussels. 
Their abundance and effi- 
cient filter feeding nature 
has created the clearest 
water the Great Lakes has 
ever boasted. However, all 
things considered, these in- 
vaders have had more of a 
negative impact on our 
ecosystems than a positive 
one. Studies conducted by 
the U. of M. Biological Re- 
search Station indicate they 
crowd out and negatively af- 
fect growth of native clam 
species. 

Splendid Smelt: But not all 
invasives have overt negative 
impacts. Anyone who has 
ever gone smelt dipping, or 
who has tasted these slender 
silver fish, knows that the 
rainbow smelt (Osmerus 
mordax) is an epicurean de- 
light, and certainly a wel- 
come visitor. Sportspeople 
also know that their num- 
bers have absolutely plum- 


meted in the last few 
decades. They are very diffi- 
cult to find in numbers war- 
ranting wading in cold, 
hip-deep water to scoop up 
what used to be trash-can 
filling proportions. Con- 
versely, we’ve caught them 
in substantial numbers, al- 
beit one fish at a time, on 
light ice fishing gear in in- 
land lakes including Higgins, 
Crystal, and Torch. 

All-Present Alewives: 
Alewives (Alosa pseudo- 
harengus) were an early ar- 
riving invasive species that 
first showed up in the Great 
Lakes in the 1870's. They’re 
numbers ballooned until in 
the 1950’s and 60’s they had 
unprecedented fish die-offs. I 
still remember walking 
along the shoreline of Lake 
Huron on a vacation and see- 
ing dead alewives stacked 
three feet high along the en- 
tire length of the beach. The 
smell was so atrocious that it 
led to citizens demanding an- 
swers from the DNR. The bi- 
ologists from that agency 
brainstormed and came up 
with a solution that is now 
considered to be, “the great- 
est fisheries experiment in 
the history of Michigan.” 
That being the stocking of 
pacific salmon -Coho and 
Chinook species — in the mid 
1960’s to prey on the excess 
alewives. Needless to say, the 
experiment worked and is 
now a xx billion dollar boon 
to the Michigan outdoor 
economy. 

Milfoil Multitudes: 
Eurasian watermilfoil 
(Myriophyllum spicatum) is 
an aquatic plant that has 
wreaked havoc on Michigan 
waters. It is believed to have 
first invaded the Great Lakes 
State in the xxx’s (1900 or 
2000??) from 

Spiny Snipers: Perhaps 
the most serious stone-cold 
killers among our invasive 
species are about the length 
of your thumb nail. They’re 
called spiny water fleas 
(Bythotrephes longimanus) 
and they are absolutely dev- 
astating to our native zoo- 
plankton species that are the 
foundation of our aquatic 
food webs. In particular, ex- 
traordinarily valuable zoo-

safer wearing a mask.” See 
the CDC when and where to 
wear a mask or respirator.

plankton from the genus 
Daphnia are being deci- 
mated by these invaders na- 
tive to Lake Ladoga near the 
Baltic Sea of Russia no less. 
Water fleas are not insects as 
the name might suggest but 
are also zooplankton, but are 
several times the size of 
Daphnia. They are sight 
predators and possess a sin- 
gle large eyespot, formidable 
mandibles, and a spiny tail 
that makes up 70 percent of 
their length. What makes 
them particularly heinous is 
that in addition to eating our 
native plankton species they 
kill small fish that try to eat 
them because of the tail re- 
sembling a rose stem. Michi- 
gan anglers know the pests 
well as they will often real in 
clumps of them stuck to fish- 
ing lines. While I rarely ap- 
prove of this type of 
behavior if you happen to 
“land” any of these obnox- 
ious organisms, please do 
not allow them back in the 
water. 

Other noteworthy inva- 
sives are the common carp 
introduced from Europe in 
the 1890's, ruffe fish from 
Eurasia in the 1980’s, and 
tiny New Zealand mud snails 
which started showing up in 
our trout streams within the 
last decade. Technically, 
even Coho and Chinook 
salmon are invasives. But, of 
course, they were stocked 
purposefully by fisheries bi- 
ologists in the mid-1960’s in 
what is often referred to as, 
“the greatest fisheries suc- 
cess story in Michigan his- 
tory!” 

These are just a few of the 
hundreds of invasive marine 
invaders that now inhabit 
Michigan waters. Many go 
unnoticed, however, as the 
vast majority are either 
plants or microscopic organ- 
isms. Regardless, these once 
ocean-going organisms now 
play a key role in the aquatic 
ecosystems of the Wolverine 
State. While some are heav- 
ily studied, the jury is still 
out regarding the eventual 
impacts of many of these in- 
vasives on our native 
species.

lower rate, seniors 62 years 
and older would be able to ex- 
empt $20,000 of all their in- 
come from the state income 
tax, or $40,000 for couples fil- 
ing jointly. Eligibility for this 
exemption currently begins 
at age 67. The plan would fur- 
ther enable seniors to deduct 
retirement income — such as 
pensions, 401(k) plans and in- 
dividual retirement accounts 
— not already included in the 
first exemption. This addi- 
tional deduction would also 
allow up to $20,000 for individ- 
ual filers and $40,000 for joint 
filers. 

HB 5838 now advances to 
the entire House of Represen- 
tatives for consideration.

REAL ESTATE CORNER 
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How Much Insulation Do | Have? 


Look into your attic. We 
start with the attic because it 
is usually easy to add insula- 
tion to an attic. 

Look into your walls. It is 
difficult to add insulation to 
existing walls unless: 

You are planning to add 
new siding to your house, or 

You plan to finish unfin- 
ished space (like a basement 
or bonus room). 

If so, you need to know 
whether the exterior walls 
are already insulated or not. 
One method is to use an elec- 
trical outlet on the wall, but 
first be sure to turn off the 
power to the outlet. Then re- 
move the cover plate and 
shine a flashlight into the 
crack around the outlet box. 
You should be able to see 
whether or not insulation is 
in the wall. Also, you should 
check separate outlets on the 
first and second floor, and in 
old and new parts of the 
house, because wall insula- 
tion in one wall doesn't neces- 
sarily mean that it's 
everywhere in the house. An 
alternative to checking 
through electrical outlets is to 
remove and then replace a 
small section of the exterior 
siding. 

Look under your floors. 
Look at the underside of any 
floor over an unheated space 
like a garage, basement, or 
crawlspace. Inspect and 
measure the thickness of any 
insulation you find there. It 
will most likely be a fiber- 
glass batt, so multiply the 
thickness in inches by 3.2 to 
find out the R-value (or the R- 
value might be visible on a 
product label). If the insula- 
tion is a foam board or 
sprayed-on foam, use any vis- 
ible label information or mul- 
tiply the thickness in inches 
by 5 to estimate the R-value. 

Look at your ductwork. 
Don't overlook another area 
in your home where energy 
can be saved - the ductwork 
of the heating and air condi- 
tioning system. If the ducts of 
your heating or air-condition- 
ing system run through un- 


heated or uncooled spaces in 
your home, such as attic or 
crawlspaces, then the ducts 
should be insulated. First 
check the ductwork for air 
leaks. Repair leaking joints 
first with mechanical fasten- 
ers, then seal any remaining 
leaks with water-soluble mas- 
tic and embedded fiber glass 
mesh. Never use gray cloth 
duct tape because it degrades, 
cracks, and loses its bond 
with age. If a joint has to be 
accessible for future mainte- 
nance, use pressure- or heat- 
sensitive aluminum foil tape. 
Then wrap the ducts with 
duct wrap insulation of R-6 
with a vapor retarder facing 
on the outer side. All joints 
where sections of insulation 
meet should have overlapped 
facings and be tightly sealed 
with fiber glass tape; but 
avoid compressing the insula- 
tion, thus reducing its thick- 
ness and R-value. 

Return air ducts are often 
located inside the heated por- 
tion of the house where they 
don't need to be insulated, but 
they should still be sealed off 
from air passageways that 
connect to unheated areas. 
Drywall to ductwork connec- 
tions should be inspected be- 
cause they are often poor (or 
nonexistent) and lead to un- 
wanted air flows through wall 
cavities. If the return air 
ducts are located in an uncon- 
ditioned part of the building, 
they should be insulated. 

Look at your pipes. If water 
pipes run through unheated 
or uncooled spaces in your 
home, such as attic or crawl- 
spaces, then the pipes should 
be insulated.
